Prof. Christian N. Barnard re 
ported he saw no evidence that 
the body of 53 year old Wash 
kansky had rejected the trans 
planted heart of a 25 year old 
woman. 
“As soon as the occasion 
arises, we will do the next heart 
transplant,“ the surgeon said 
Barnard appeared at a news 
conference a little over seven 
hours after Washkansky died in 
Groote Schuur Hospital. 
Doomed by his own diseased 
heart, Washkansky submitted to 
the transplant Dec. 3 and lived 
for 18 days. Post-mortem indi 
cated death was due to infection 
of the lungs.

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Bullhorn Needed 


At the last meeting of the West 
Pottsgrove 
commissioners, 
township 
police requested a portable bullhorn. 
The request was turned down. 
The same reporter who covered that 
meeting of the commissioners covered 
the plane crash in the township last 
Sunday. 


The need for a loud portable public 
address system was never more appar­ 
ent. 


Crowds poured into the crash site. 
Police were unable to control them. 
Police felt there was a serious danger 
of another gasoline tank explosion. 
Chief Arthur Mays yelled to the 
crowd to stay back. But he couldn’t be 
heard over the din of the crowd. They 
surged closer to the wreckage. They 
hampered rescue workers and tied up 


roads leading to the scene. 
It is impossible to keep people away 
from the scene of a tragedy. They are 
drawn to it by some instinct to satisfy 
a morbid desire to see wreckage and 
tragedy. 
This is nothing new. At every tragic 
death you have these people, women 
in nightclothes, w omen with young chil­ 
dren, men and teenagers want to see 
what no one should really want to see. 
Controling these people is difficult. 
But they can be controled and made 
to obey by a strong voice and firm 
commands. 
Without a bullhorn at scenes like 
these it is impossible to command firmly 
in a strong voice. 
The commissioners of West Potts­ 
grove should review' the request of their 
police. 


New Attack on Insects 
Road 
As if research on the human popula­ 
tion explosion were n o t demanding 
enough, scientists throughout the world 
are busily engaged trying to understand 
the mating habits of the insect world. 
They have an ulterior motive, however. 
Playing an anti-cupid role, once they 
discover what it is that attracts a male 
mosquito to a female of the species, 
or vice versa, they go about devising 
a biological or chemical repellent which 
turns one sex against the other. 
Spurring the various projects is the 
knowledge that the best insect control 
devices in the past did little more than 
contain pests, and then only in areas 
under constant control. 
What was needed, the researchers 
reasoned, was a new approach to the 
insect problem. 
Sex, they decided, is the answer. 
Some of the tools used so far in this 
new warfare technique involve love po­ 
tions to attract insects to sterilized 
mates, interfering with the intricate 
radar systems some insects depend upon 
for navigation, and even forcing birth 


control methods on them. 
Five years ago the late Rachel Car­ 
son authored a book, “Silent Spring,” 
in which she painted a bleak picture for 
human life if man didn’t stop poisoning 
his environment with pesticides. That 
book, and others which followed, fired 
a controversy which still rages. Pesti­ 
cides since then have been blamed for 
largescale deaths of birds and huge 
fish and shrimp kills in the Mississippi 
River Basin. 
Ironically, while the controversy 
swirls, the ‘sale of pesticides continues 
to rise. From 651 million pounds in 
1963, it passed 762 million in 1965 and 
is still climbing. But one important 
contribution the controversy has pro­ 
duced is the interest scientists are show­ 
ing in discovering methods other than 
poison to eliminate insects and other 
pests harmful to plant life. 
Electromagnetic energy, sonic and 
ultrasonic energy sound like something 
physicists would concern themselves 
with— and they are doing so, in the 
fight to combat the insect population. 
A world without mosquitoes? Beautiful!

From Vietnam 


Personel 3/c Robert L. Bergeman, a Boy­ 
ertown High school graduate, serving in Viet­ 
nam with the U.S. Navy, took time out from 
his duties to write a letter to The Mercury. 
“I just thought I would drop you a line 
from Vietnam and let you know how things 
are going over here,” he said explaining the 
letter. 
Bergeman, son of Mr. and Mrs. Richard H. 
Bergeman Sr., 15 Mill street, Boyertown, who 
has been in Vietnam since September, said he 
wanted to put into words the feelings of men 
as they approached combat stiuations. 
Assigned to cover a Marine landing for the 
Ready Group’s newspaper, he was with the 
Amphibious Ready Groups Alfa and Bravo 
when they completed assaults on the South 
Vietnamese coast in October landings. 
Ready Group Alfa sent ballistic charges 
against enemy forces 20 miles south of Danang. 
Ships landed a Marine special landing force 
into the objective area from landing craft and 
in helicopter waves. Landing forces included 
the 1st Battalion, 3d Marines and Marine Heli­ 
copter squadron 163. 
Amphibious ships included the attack cargo 
ship USS Winston, the amphibious assault car­ 
rier USS Okinawa and a dock landing ship. 
The next day Ready Group Bravo launched 
an amphibious assault against a suspected 
enemy stronghold 35 miles of Hue. Bergeman 
was stationed on the Flagship, the USS Tortuga, 
for this operation. 
The USS Tortuga carried Marines and 
equipment to points on the beach north of the 
Cau Viet River.

A State lawmaker from Mont­ 
gomery county has renewed 
his drive for creation of a 
Schuylkill 
River 
Basin com­ 
mission. 
Acting on a rccomr- 
ion 
from a Phoenixvillc area man, 
State Senator Edwin G. lloll, 
Lansdale, has repeated his de­ 
mand for creation of the reg­ 
ulatory commission. 
Function of the commission 
would be to preserve the river 
in as nearly a natural state as 
possible, and to prevent pollu­ 
tion, such as the silt accumula­ 
tion at Pottstown. 
The com mission would be set 
up along the line* of existing 
agencies designed to regulate 
removal or addition of water, 
or the addition of foreign mat|fcf^ 
rial.

Many cherished traditions of Christmas came to these 
shores with the early English settlers — though the Puri­ 
tans did not observe the day, feeling the jollity and feasting 
were too full of pomp. Mince pie was especially taboo. 
But in the Southern colonies, the traditions of “home” 
were followed and the traditional foods, roast beef, plum 
pudding and mince pie, were served. 
Philadelphia, believe it or not, was considered part of 
the Southern complex and in our household of English, 
Scot, Welsh and Irish forebearers, the customs of the Low­ 
lands. Highlands nad Em erald Green isle were mingled and 
lovingly kept. 
Roast beef was Father's favorite for Christmas and a 
standing rib roast, done to a turn, is as handsome a sight 
as a golden brown turkey. 
Grandmother always made the plum pudding sauce, a 
custard sauce with whites of egg beaten foamy (with a 
wine whip on a large white ironstone platter) and folded 
lightly into it. The flavoring was considered a little too heady 
for the small girl who beat those egg whites. Grandmother 
used brandy or whiskey in a fairly large amount. 
Her mincemeat was famous. Though the recipe has 
disappeared, 
the

will 
never be forgotten, 
“ moisten with a little Whiskey, at least a quart.” 
In the days when she learned the recipes from her 
grandmother, brandy and whiskey were used as preserva­ 
tives", for refrigeration was undependable and many things 
were kept in the earthen floored cellar or a cool pantry. 
Many recipes brought from “ home” called for more 
wine than they did for milk. Probably milk was hard to 
come by. unless one lived in the country, and it was un- 
pasturized and therefore dangerous. 
In a recipe book of “ delectable and ancient receipts” 
published by Charleston, S. C., Junior league, are ingredients 
and direction for a plum pudding brought to this country 
six generations ago by the wife of a retired officer of the 
British Army. A scale is needed to follow it. 
There is also a recipe for a wine souffle, pronounced 
“ particularly good after Christmas or any other heavy 
dinner."
